Eligible Maryland customers can also receive assistance through the Electric Universal
Service Program (EUSP), which helps customers pay for a portion of their current
electric bill. The Arrearage Retirement Assistance (ARA) program helps customers with
large, past due electric bills. If eligible, customers may receive forgiveness of up to
$2,000 toward their past due bill. The Utility Service Protection Program (USPP) is
designed to help limited income families during the heating season. Information
regarding these programs can be found on the Maryland Department of Human Services
Office of Home Energy Programs website (https://dhs.maryland.gov/office-of-home-
energy-programs/local-home-energy-program-office/) or by calling 1-800-332-6347.
